Whole City in Gloomy Garb, 
Canton tomorrow will be a city of sable.

THRONGS AT EVERY STATION. 


Demonstrations of Sorrow Are Continu- 
ous Along the Route of the Fu- . 
neral Train. 


Canton, O., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—All the 
way from Washington to this city the funeral 
train bearing the remains of President Mc- 
Kinley passed: through long lines of mourn- 
ers. 


Even during the night great throngs were 
waiting at every station to get a glimpse of 
the casket containing the nation’s dead. 
People had been standing for hours in the 
fJamp and foggy night to see for a few sec- 
onds the funeral car. 

The demonstrations of sorrow reached 
their climax as the train neared Canton, 
although at Pittsburg and other factory 
cities the crowds were larger. Church bells 
were tolled and all buildings were draped 
in black. 

Wait All Nigtit at Altoona. 

The train ran ‘more slowly after leaving 
Harrisburg shortly after midnight and day 
was dawning as it arrfved at Altoona, at the 
fout of the eastern slope of the Alleghenies. 
But through the semi-darkness the forms 
ot many people could be seen strung along 
the track. Outside the depot a throng nuim- 
bering 4,000 persons surged up to the train. 
Many must have been there all night and 
others had waited for hours, as the train 
originally was scheduled to reach that point 
at 3:20 a. m. 

Extra engines were coupled on and the 
train was pulled laboriously up the mount- 
ains. The morning was raw, foggy, and 
cheerless. Mountaineers with axes on their 
shoulders came down from the steep slopes 
to pay their homage with uncovered heads. 


Miners and Workers Beside Track. 


Passing the summit at Cresson, the descent 
began. Half the population of Johnstown, 
the first of the great steel manufacturing 
centers through which the train was to 
pass on its way to the martyred President’s 
home, was at the track, and a company of 
local militia stood drawn up at attention. 
Men. women, and children, all were there. 

Miners with lamps ip their caps had rushed 
forth from the tunnels at the train's ap- 
proach and the steel mills along the Cone- 
maugh River were emptied. 

Four women with uplifted hands were no- 
ticed on their knees, and handkerchiefs were 
at the eyes of others; and from the smoke 
covered city came the sound of the church 
bells clanging out the universal sorrow. 

Sentries Guarding the Casket. 

The train slowed down that the people 
might better see the impressive spectacle 
at the rear of the train within the observa- 
tion car, the elevated flag-covered casket 
with its burden of flowers and the two grim, 
armed sentries on guard at the head and 
foot and outside, on the platform, a soldier 
with his. bayonet gun and a sailor with 
drawn cutlass, both at salute. 


A little farther on the train passed a string 


of coke-ovens, the tenders at the mouths of 
tag furnaces with their hats in their 


At Jeanette were a thousand or more glass 


workers with their families. 

At Pitcairn, the end of the railroad di- | 
vision, train crews and engines were changed 
and the railroad men were out in force. 

At Wilmerding the employés of the fac- 
tories were at the track, and at Bast Pitts- 
burg, where is located one of the largest 
electrical plants in the world, were several 
thousand persons. 

The train then had practically entered the 
suburbs of Pittsburg. that city of brawn 
and muscle, which has just passed through

Toilers with Heads Uncovered. 

At Bessemer the huge stacks of the Car- 
negie steel plant were pouring forth dense 
volumes of smoke and flame, and under 
this canopy the toilers gathered in dense 
throngs, standing mutely, with uncovered 
heads. Just beyond, the great mills of Brad- 
doek gave forth another multitude of grimy 
workmen, and to the left, across the river, 
where is located that other..great hive 
industry, Homestead, the wharves were lin 
with men and women. — 

Entering Pittsburg, a wonderfully impres- 
sive sight was¢Presented. Along both sides 
of the track for miles were selid walls of 
humanity. In some places the people stood 
twenty deep, while the embankments were 
black with them. On thetop of every freight 
cat was a human hedge. The overhanging 
bridges bent beneath their burden. The 
roofs of houses were lined. All stood with 
uncovered heads, while the bells of all the 
churches were tolling. 

Blinds Deawn on First Section. 

It was just one minute before 9 o’clock 
when the first sectign of the train arrived 
in sight of the Union Station at Pittsburg. 
This train carried President Theodore Roose- 
velt, the members of the Cabinet, and other 
government officials. Ten minutes ahead of 
it a pilot engine and baggage car were sent 
out over the road. The first section came 
through the station at the rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour. None of those who were 
on the train were visible, and most of the 
blinds were drawn. 

The second section, or funeral train prop- 
er, was late, and did not reach the station 
until 9:35 o’clock. When it came into view 
many of the watchers placed coins on the 
rails to have the train run over them, and 
there were hundreds of these souvenirs. 

As the train passed the Fourteenth and 
Eighteenth Regiments of the National Guard 
the men presented arms, and the great multi- 
tude was silent and stood with uncovered 
heads. 

The same scenes were repeated as the train 
passed through Allegheny. 2 

Immense Throngs in Pittsburg. | 

It is estimated that not fewer than 50,000 
persons were at Union Station and 25,000 
at the Allegheny depot, while the crowd that 
viewed the funeral train from its entrance 
into Pittsburg until it crossed the city line 
in Allegheny was not less than 250,000. On 
the face of every one there were signs of the 
deepest feeling and mourning. There wega 
many children in this vast assemblage, and 
they seemed to realize with their elders the 
surrow the nation was experiencing, and on 
their young faces, too, Was expressed the 
mourning as for one whom they had loved 
and lost. 

It had been reported last night that the 
train would reach Pittsburg at 7 o'clock, and 
thousands bed been standing-in the raw 
foggy atmosphere from 6 o'clock.

He met his father a little later and 
the two entered the kitchen. Synon sent the 


boy below for kindling. When the boy came 


|} with an armful of wood Synon was kneeling 
beside the body of his wife, which he had 
G@ragged from under a pile of exceilsior in 
a closet. He turned ‘to the boy and said; 
“Your mother has been killed, but I didn’t 


| do it.’’ 


The woman’s head had been beaten in 
with a hammer and her throat had been 
cut with a pair of scissors. A bag of money 
which she carried had been taken. The po- 
lice found blood dried on Synon’s shoe and 
clothing. The woman's money bag was 
found in Synon’s pocket. 

Synon was convicted before Judge Baker 
in May, 1900, and sentenced to hang June

In some seasons the 
ears alone do not yield any margin of profit 
above the actual cost of production. The 
corn fodder grown in Iowa this year, if cut 
and properly cared for, would be worth at 
least $40,000,000 above the cost of the labor 
required to save it.’ Necessity is the mother 
of wealth. In fact, she has a large and re- 
spectable family. The Glucose Refining com- 
pany, which is one of the best paying cor- 
porations in;sthe world, owes its extraordi- 
nary prosperity to the fact that from corn 
it not only makes standard glucose but over 
‘thirty by-products through utilization of 
every part of the corn kernel. It began to 
find a use for every part of the corn kerne) 
only when it was enjoined by Chicago city 
authorities from dumping corn refuse into 
the Chicago River.

LIMITING FREE SPEECH. 

The constitutional convention of Virginia, 
In session at Richmond, has taken an ua- 
wise step in voting to eliminate from the 
bill of rights the ancient guarantee of free 
speech, The action is the direct and natural 
result of the assassination of President Me- 
Kinley, which undoubtedly was due in some 
degree to the abuse of free speech. Through- 
out the land there is a feeling that some 
definite limit should be set upon the violent 
speech of Anarchists or upon any utterances 
that tend to incite il-balanced minds to 
deeds of lawlessness. and. murder. The 
members of the Virginia cBnvention, sitting 
amid the somber drapings of a great va- 
tional sorrow, have been moved by this in- 
evitable impulee of the hour, but they err 
in seeking.to strike out of their constitution 
the guarantee of free speech placed there 
by Jefferson and the other statesmen who 
laid the foundations of the State of Vir-

McKiniey’s memory needs no 
rash undertaking to keep i fresh. 
Especially should he avoided any at- 
tempt which might result, as other similar 
attempts have resulted in the past, in a 
long continued and embarrassing struggle 
to raise a large sum of money. Whatever is 
done should be done modéstly and without 
ostentation, as befits thé memory of the 
man it is intended,to honor.

The grimmest and at the one 
of the greatest of all the sciences is the 
science of penology—the defense of society 
against crime. Henry M. Boies, who has 
had long experience both in the observa- 
tion and the administration of penal laws. 
has in his “Science of Penology” (G. P. 
‘Putnam’s Sons) brought together a large 
amount of information and has discussed 
with notable breadth of view and judicious- 
ness of temper the various specific problems 
involved. It is a timely and a highly valu- 
able work. 

The first note which the author strikes is 
not éncouraging. ‘The more familiar,” 
he says. *“‘one becomes with the details of | 
the attempts of lety to secure protection |. 
from criminals, from early times to the pres- 
ent, the more profoundly ‘he is likely to be 
impressed with their inordinate cost and 
their tnutility. Notwithstanding our tre- 
mendous expenditure of effort and money, 
crime continues undiminished and popular 
apprehension unrelieved. The laws do not 
protect.” 

What is the trouble? Primarily, of course. 


ever other term one may choose to designate 
it by. But apart from tha+t, this author is 
convinced that the defense of society against 
crime cannot be successfully conducted with- 
out a complete and definite plan, organized 
upon a consistent theory and system, and 
that there is an urgent necessity for the 
collection and arrangement of the various 
Important discoveries of penology into a 
special system or science. And‘this is what 
he has attempted to do. , 

Criminal codes, as they exist, are declared 
to be a *¥ conglomeration of penalties of 
various degrees of atrocity, - irrationality, 
absurdity, and inutility; the relics of blind 
social struggles against social evils, useful 
chiefly as antiquities, to be collected with 
thumbscrews. iron boots, racks, and torture 
To provide hn effi- 
cient substitute for these codes, to énun- 
ciate the principle upon which a successful 
defense of society against crime must be con- 
ducted, and the abolition of crime accom- 
plished, is the formidable problem. 

The original law of retaliation, however 
instinctive, is out of the question. The death 
penalty for lful murder, it is declared, 
has. been proved to be no protection; life 
imprisonment, without hope of pardon, will 


The prisoner must never be allowed to re- 
turn to society as a reinforcement to the 
criminal class; he must be held in hospital 
until his disease is cured, his’ reformation 
complete. But who has the expert power 
of moral diagnostics to tell when that point 
is reached in the curative discipline of the 
criminal individual? 

It is said to be an axiom of penology that | 
crime is a disease; to let loose again an un- 
cured. criminal is but an encouragement to 
new depredations, a continued dissemina- 
tion of criminal contagion. Of course, it 
follows that the state must provide compe- 
tent skilled penologists to superinténd the 
treatment of all convicts. 

Punishment must be fitted to the eriminal. 
No kind or amount of punishment can ever 
effect a full expiation of crime. Thé penal- 
ties which are the sequence of crime are 
just and right as far as they go, but mere 
punishment satisfies nothing.
